DRAFT DIRECTIVE 


To:  seoretary of State 
Secretary of Defense 
Director of Central Intelligence 


It is the purpose of this directive to authorize and provide 
for the more ‘affective planing, coordination and conduct, within 
the framework of approved nationel policies, of peychologicsl 


operations. 
There is established a Psychological Strategy Board respensible, 


within the;purpeses and terns of this directive, for the formulation 


and promulgation, 4s guidance to the departments and agencies 
responsible for psychological operations, ef over-all natienal 


psychological objectives, policies and programs, and for the 


coordination and evaluation of the national psychological effort. 


The Beard will repert periodically to the ‘Wetional Security 
Council en the Board's activities and on its evaluation ef the | 
national psychelegical eperations, including inplenenittion Fa 
approved obvjectives, pelicies, and programs by the dupartnants ont 
agencies concerned. 

Fer the purposes of this directive, psycholegical eperations 
shall include all activities (other than overt types of economic 
warfare) envisioned under NSC s9/1 and HSC 10/2, the eperational 
planning and execution of which shall remain, subject to this 
directive, as therein assigned. 


The Board shall be composed of: 
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Defense, and the Director of Central Intelligence, or, in their 
absence, their appropriate designees; 
be An appropriate representative of the head of each such 
other department or agency of the Government asmay from time te 
time be determined by the Board. 
The Board shall designate one of its members as Chairmane 
. A representative of the Joint Chiefs of Staff shall sit with the 
Board as its principal military adviser in order that the planning of 
the Board and approved plans for military operations may be correlated. 


There is established under the Board a Director of Planning who 


shall be designated by the President and who shall receive compensation 
of $16,000 per year, The Yirector shall direct all activities under 
the Board. In carrying out this respensibility, he shall 
ae Be Séepdnainie for having prepared the prograns, policies, 
reports, and recommendations for its consideration, 
be Sit with the Board and be responsible to it for erganising 
its business and for expediting the reaching of decisions, 


ce Promulgate the decisions of the Beard, 


d. Asoertain the manner in which agreed upen ebjectives, pelicies, 
and programs are being implemented and coordinated among the 
departments and agencies concerned, 

e. Repert thereon and on his evaluation of the national 
psychological eperations to the Board together with his 

: recommendations, 

fe Perform such other duties necessary to carry out his responsi-~- 


bilities as the Board may direct, 


(UP Seepe 
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The Director, within the limits of funds and personnel made 
available by the Board for this purpose, shall organize and direct a 
staff to assist in carrying out hisz:responsibilities, The Director 
shall determine the organization and qualifications of the staff, 
which may include individuals employed for this purpose, including 
part-time experts, and/or individuals detailed from the participating 
departments and egencies. Personnel detailed for assignment to duty 
under the terms of this directive shall be under the control of the 
Director, subject only to necessary pervonnel procedures within their 
respective departments and agencies. Ineofar as is practicable, steff 


work fer the Director shall be provided within the agencies cencerned 
er on an ad hoc task force basis. 

The participating departments and egencies shall afford to such 
staff as the Director specifically designates, whatever assistance and 
access to information they may require to carry out their assigned duties, 

The heads of the departments and agencies concerned shall examine 
into the present arrangements within their departments and agencies 
fer the conduct, directien and coordination of paychologies) eperations 


with a view toward readjusting or strengthening them if necessary 
te carry out the purposes of this directives The Seoretdry ef State 
is authorised to effect such readjustments in the organisation estab- 
lished under NSC 59/1 as he deems necessary to accomplish the purpeses 
of this directive. 

This directive does not authorize the Beard nor the Director to 


perform “psychological operations."
